Hereafter, persons having es- 
tray animals on their premises 
may have them sold after the ex- 
piration of two months from the 
sending of the notice to the offic- 
ial Gazette, instead of six months 
as formerly.

‘““For advertising in a news- 
paper the amount actually ex- 
pended not exceeding $1.00. 

“For mileage to and from place 
of sale, ten cents per mile for 
each mile necessarily travelled 
but not exceeding thirty miles; 

*‘For postage, the amount act- 
ually and necessarily expended; 

“For care and sustenance of 
every heal of s‘vine, ten cents 
per day from the date of mailing 
of notice to the owncr or to the 
Official Gazctte; 

‘for the care and sustenance 
of any goose, goat or sheep dur- 
ing the period from the 15th, of 
November? to the 15th of April, 
five cents per day from date of 
mailing of notice to the owner or 
to the official Gazette, but not ex- 
ceeding $2; 

‘‘For the care and sustenance 
ofjany horse or head of cattle in 
the district lying to the north of 
township 28 of the Dominion 
Land survey during the period 
from the 15th day of November 
to the 15th day of April, 15 cents 
per day from date of mailing’ to 
the ownor or to the Official Gaz- 
ette, but not exceeding in all the 
sum of $6,and in the district to 
the south of township 29 of the

Unless the soft 
shelled crab has been cooked before the 
thunderstorm I think the safer plan 
would- be to decline to eat it. Under 
all other conditions there is no danger 
in partaking of them, for I do not 
think any one would be criminal 
enough to cook a dead crab, hard of 
soft shell. The proper way to kill a 
crab is to throw him into a kettle of 
boiling water. _ I know that some peo- 
ple think this is cruel, but it is no more 
cruel than to stab them with a needle 
or kill them with chloroform, as I have 
known some extra sensitive persons to 
do.”’—Washington Star.

Some Things That Keep the Cow 
Happy, Healthy and Profitable. 

The nervous system of the cow is in 
close connection with the milk secret- 
ing system, and in order to get the best 
results she must be surrounded witb 
such conditions as will appeal to her 
maternal instinct. This is helped by 
providing plenty of ventilation and 
sunlight, and it Is also helped by keep- 
ing cows out of dark basements where 
dust accumulates and germs thrive. 

Shade and Stiff Breeze, 

Provision was made one summer at 
a western experiment station for ‘a 
wood lot into which cattle could run 
when on a bill pasture. It was noticed. 
that the cows ignored the efforts put 
forward to provide them shade In a 
tavine near by and went to the top of 
a hill tustead. The stiff breezes usual- 
ly found on this Ligh space had the ef- 
fect of driving away many of the files 
and left the cows free to wuuufacture 
pasture grass into milk. Where It Is 
possible to provide a place of this kind 
with shade trees It would make an 
{deal summer resort for the dairy cow, 
for which she would express her 
thanks in the form of an Increased 
yleld of butter fat. 

Pure Water. 

Water exposed to the bot sun {n sum- 
mer Is not very Inviting to the sensi- 
tive dairy cow. In providing water it 
is well to consult one’s own feelings 
and provide such as one would be will- 
jug to drink himself. This would in- 
duce a man not to give his cows water 
from stagnant ponds, where a vast 
amount of impure matter comes from 
the drainage of land which Is covered 
with decomposing matter and brings 
to their cows an unaccountable num- 
ber of various injurious germs. Such 
water is not fit to smell, much less to 
taste or drink. If it Is necessury to 
have cows get water from a pond it 
should be drawn off through the means 
of a pipe to a distance far enough to 
keep the cattle from standing In it and 
making it muddy and disagreeable, 


Parsimony Doesn't Pay. 

There is a common mistake made In 
not feeding cows liberally enough; sec- 
ond, feeding a ration not properly bal- 
anced. It has been found by experli- 
ments that about 60 per cent of what 
& cow can eat Is necessary to merely 
maintain her without producing any 
milk or gain in weight. This being 
true, it Is evident that it Is not econo- 
my to feed only a litt!e more than this 
60 per cent needed to Feep up the cow's 
body. 


Using the Home Field Crops. 

Any careful man with good cows and 
all the feeds of commerce at his* hand 
can make the cows do well, but the 
good farmer feeder is more Interested 
in the skill or horse sense that sells 
the crude growth of the flelds to the 
cows at a good profit and at the same 
time stimulates and keeps unimpaired 
tho Dreeding ability of the animals.— 
W. F. McSparren. 


The Butter Maker 


No one has yet devised a system of 
making feey butter out of poor milk 
or cream. Since the introduction of the 
hand separator a large amount of poor 
cream has been offered. This is not the 
fault of the hand separator. The trou- 
ble Hes with the man who takes care 
of the milk and separator. 

Controlling Moisture. 

In a short time a creamery operator 
can easily learn to control the moisture 
content of butter by having the tem- 
perature of the wash water or, rather, 
the degree of softness of the butter 
just right. It Is advisable to churn at 
a medium low temperature, otherwise 
too much fat Is left in the buttermilk, 
but the temperatcre of the wash water 
can then be raised a trifle and any rea- 
sonable percentage of moisture can be 
incorporated. 

Butter Fresh From the Churn. 

Butter is never so good as when 
freshly made. -The aroma quickly 
passes off when heli. Of course good 
butter that hag been well worked to 
remove the surplus moisture will keep 
fairly well in cold storage, but it never 
tastes the same as butter fresh from 
the churn, remarks an exchange. 

Tv Avoid Leaky Batter. 

In order to avoid leaky butter the 
moisture should be incorporated during 
the churning and washing process, The 
butter should be salted and worked in 
the absence of water in the churn, and 
the drain hole should be left open dur- 
ing the working period. 

Refrigerator Boxes, 

In the summer months it fs 4 hard 
matter to transport butter from the 
dairy to the market and keep the prints 
in shape unless the dairyman has Ice 
for this purpose. Light refrigerator 
boxes are manufactured which can be 
used to great advantage, as their use 
will keep the butter hard and firm and 
enable the maker to deliver it in that 
condition. to hig customers in the hot- 
test weather. No one ilkes to buy a 
parcel] of butter that {3 so soft it can 
hardly be handled, and the good dairy- 
man will not place butter in the mar- 
ket in that condition. 

Low Speed Loses Butter Fat. 

At the Kansas experiment station a 
test was made of running milk through 
the separator at about three-fourths of 
the listed speed. It appeared from 
the result of this test that the amount 
of butter fat Ieft In the skim milk is 
materially increased by lowering the 
speed of the separator. There in con- 
siderably more loss than where separa- 
tors are run at their listed speed. 

Overchurning Affects Color. 

If churned to an excess in the wash 
water, butter will lost its color. It 
becomes very pale and dead appearing 
in a short time if attempts are made to 
everchurn excessively. 


Salt For Dairy Cows. 
Extensive tests and investigations 
bave been made by the Wisconsin ex- 
periment station for the purpose of 
determining the advisability of adding 
salt to the ration of dairy cows. As a 
result of these trials it is recommend- 
ed that dairy cows in Wisconsin be 
given at least one ounce of salt per 
day. Exceptionally heavy milkers will 
require more than this. It is evident, 
moreover, that the amount of salt 
which must be supplied directly will 
vary greatly in different localities, it 
being more at high elevation and at 
i places remote from the ges. .

A FEARFUL PENALTY. 


How the Human Drama Was Played 
In Stricken San Francisco. 

Besides much inevitable suffering the 
situation developed a tragic side, Al- 
ways when calamity interferes with 
established order the beast crops out 
in man, and that San Francisco escap- 
ed rapine, incendiarism, assault and 
robbery is. due to the inflexible ad- 
ministration of martial law.

The following case is a typica! ex- 
ample: Out toward North beach a 
refugee camp was situated at the foot 
of some ‘cliffs, which fact suggested_to 
some Barbary Coast hoodlums the 
amiable sport of rolling rocks down 
upon-the women and children gathered 
therc. Warned by the sentry on duty, 
one man dared him to fire. The. word 
had hardly passed his lips before a bul- 
let took him through the heart. There 
was no more rock rolling. 

The soldiers, nevertheless, knew how 
to be kind. They shared thetr rations 
with starving men and gave up thelr 
tents to women and children. They 
stood between the people and would be 
extortionists, confiscating the stocks of 
merchants who unduly raised prices, 
An instance of this was related to me 
by an eyewitness. 

In one of the relief camps a sergeant 
heard an aged woman say that she 
had been asked 75 cents for a loaf of 
bread that: morning, “What!” he ex- 
claimed, and upon her repeating her 
statement he marched a squad of men 
to the store she showed him and began 
to distribute the stock among the 
crowd. 

“But these are my things!” the grocer 
protested. 

“You charged this woman 75 cents 
for a loaf of bread,” tho sergeant an- 
swered, 

“But I can charge what I like,” the 
grecer protested. “Get out of my 
store!” 

Without answering, the sergeant 
went on distributing the stores until 
the angry man laid a hand on his shoul- 
der. Then he turned. 

‘Do you think we are joking?” he 
asked, Then turning to his men he 
said, “Take him out.”

A Good Bargain. 

About four years ago a great passen- 
ger steamer was wrecked near Mel- 
bourne, Australia. The accident has 
made at least one man wealthy. The 
ship, which cost $2,750,000, was put up 
at auction, and I. G. Aikman bought 
{t for $1,450. He gave an additional 
$300 for the cargo. Divers set to work 
and brought up oll kinds of goods— 
drapery, hardware, electroplated artl- 
cles. Nine hundred tons of iron and 
steel were recovered and sold at $50 a 
ton, Ten tons of Muntz metal, taken 
out of the vessel in less than a day, 
realized $3,750. In further operations 
219 tons of brass, copper and gun metal 
were recovered, and 1,950 tons of scrap 
cast fron were obtained from the en- 
gine and other castings on board. The 
vessel’s four propeller blades realized 
$5,000 as old metal. Half the hull still 
remains above water, and quantities 
of brass, copper and” gunguctal have 
still to be recovered. It is estimated 
that Aikman’s profits from the wreck 
approach $1,000,000, 


The Navy Ration, 

Reports from Washington say that 
“the navy ration is to be made more 
flexible.” This reminds one of the res- 
taurant waiter who refused to change 
the tough steak because the guest had 
bent it. In the case of the navy, how- 
ever, the “flexibility” 1s the allowing 
of a greater choice in the food and an 
Increase in the quantity of certain ar- 
ticles. The meat allowance is in- 
creased from one and a_ quarter 
pounds to one and three-quarters 
pounds, with fresh fish or elght eggs 
for alternates. Iresh vegetables are to 
replace canned or dried vegetables, 
and soft bread will replace hardtack. 
There will also be fresh fruit in place 
of dried fruit. ‘These changes and 
many others looking to the improve- 
ment of the diet of the men are not 
arbitrary, but may be made whenever 
the senlor officer In command thinks it 
necessary and finds it possible. 


The Dungeons of Naples. _ 

While working under the street level 
of the arch of Alfonso d’Aragona the 
workmen came upon a sort of cellar 
which opened out into a series of small 
chambers opening out on to galleries. 
All were strongly built of stone, and in 
the dim light the explorers were for a 
long time at a loss how to explain the 
mystery.

GRADING CREAM. 


The Summer Flood of Poor Stuff—Im- 
proved Standard and Price. 

“The summer season with its flood 
of cream is near at hand, This year 
there will be more difficulty in dispos- 
ing of poor butter than ever before 
and also more difficulty in getting good 
cream unless we go at the proposition 
straight and with vigor. More butter 
than ever before is going to be made 
in thls western country this coming 
year, and it is up to the managers of 
the several creameries to produce the 
quality. here is absolutely no use Jn 
slammning the farmer for sending in 
poor cream go long as the poor and the 
good bring the same price. He will 
not give that extra work and care to 
make a good cream when there {s no 
more money in it. Would you? Cream 
must be graded and graded this com- 
ing season or our market will be badly 
injured for many years to come.” With 
this advice Hon. R. M, Washburn, 
state dairy commissioner of Missouri, 
suggests the following standard in 
Kansas Farmer: 

Suggested Standard. 

First Grade Cream.—Test 30 per cent 
or over and be smooth and free from 
rancid or stale flavors. It may be 
slightly sour if clean. 

Second Grade Cream. — Everything 
else. Then make a difference of at 
least 4 cents per pound fat between 
first and second. Pay a good price for 
good stuff. Then if your competitor 
wishes to pick up the old stuff at your 
top price he will be the loser, not you. 


Camwvumbert Cheese. 

Camembert cheese Is already suffi- 
celently well known in this country to 
{nsure the ready sale of avy brand 
which shows Itself to be always rea- 
sonably reliable. Considering the lack 
of uniform quality in the Camembert 
cheeses secon on sale In half a dozen of 
the large cities of the United States, 
the wonder !s not at the smallness of 
the demand, but tbat the people will 
continue to buy it at all. Inquiry shows 
that many people are fond of the 
cheese, but never buy it because they 
cannot depend upon the product. Deal- 
ers do not Ilke to handle it for the 
same reason. The fact that local de- 
mand compels grocers in cities, often 
ogalnst their will, to handle such 
cheeses is evidence that a really good 
and reliable Camembert cheese would 
make for Itself a large market.—H. W. 
Conn. 


Remedy For “iottles. 

If after standing a few hours butter 
is found to show a mottled appearance 
this can be overcome by putting it on 
the worker and giving it an additional 
working. The mottled appearance in- 
dicates that some step in the working 
of the butter has not been thoroughly 
done. It is due to an uneven djstribu- 
tion of salt and possibly to the pres- 
ence of casein that has not been wash- 
ed from the butter, the action of the 
salt on the casein forming lighter spots 
in the butter. The best remedy for 
mottles is to thoroughly wash the but- 
ter when it is in granular form, before 
the salt !s added, and then to work it 
until it has reached a waxy condition.

Timothy hay cannot be highly recom- 
mended as a dairy feed because of its 
high price. Cows eat it fairly well, 
but it does not assist in balancing the 
ration; consequently clover hay is 
much more to the liking of most dairy- 
men. 

Blue Grass and Clover. 

Good blue grass pasture has no su- 
perlor for milk production, Even with 
the best of wintor feeding cows will 
promptly increase their milk flow when 
turned out on pasture of this kind, 

The worst. fault of the blue grass Is 
that it stops its growth during the hot, 
dry weather of the summer and must 
be supplemented by green forage crops 
and grain feeding. 

Of the clovers there is none better 
relished os a pasture crop than the 
smal) white clover. With a good blue 
grass and white clover pasture cows 
will produce milk more cheaply than 
with any other ration which might be 
fed, and there is probably ne need of 
feeding any grain unless in exceptional 
cases to very heavy producing cows.—. 
Kansas Farmer.

Profit From Alfalfa. 

The New Jersey experiment station 
has figured out a profit In feeding an 
difalfa ration over a purchased feed 
ration of 83.7 per cent for milk and 
41.5 per cent for butter. 

Protein In Best Form. 

For growth in young animalg and 
milk production we have never found 
any substance equal to soy beans. 
When fed to milk cows in a ration con- 
sisting of two parts corn and cob meal, 
two parts ground oats and one soy 
beans with the hay for a forage we 
have had wonderful results. Both the 
grain and forage seem to carry its pro- 
tein in the best form, a thing not well 
understood, but true nevertheless. — 
L. R.

He had found 
at least one of “the best women I 
know” wanted to vote, but he reveng- 
ed himself later upon the leaders by 
scathing editorials.
